N. H. D. Wilson introduced the following resolution, 
which was adopted : 

Whereas, The Methodist Episcopal Church, in many parts of our Con- 
ference. is doing great injury to the cause of Christ and to our Chnrch, (i) 
by aiding and encouraging men to sow the seeds of discord among our 
members in order to disintegrate our church. (2) By gathering together 
and organizing these disaffected elements of our church into societies, and 
by building churches in many places hitherto unoccupied by itself and now 
fully occupied by ourselves, thereby engendering strife and division among 
Methodist people, and detriment to the cause of Christ; therefore 

Resolved, That we protest against this course of our sister Church as a 
violation of the original plan of separation, a breach of the agreement of 
the Cape May and Federation commissions, and a denial in deed of all 
professions of friendship and fraternity. 

Resolved, 2nd, That the Secretary be directed to communicate this 
action to the Commission of Federation of our Church with the request 
that they and the presiding Bishop seek to remedy the evil set forth.

MEMOIR OF REV. J. A. CUNINGGIM, D. D. 

jESvSH Anderson Cuninggim was born in Greene County, 
North Carolina, January 28, 1832. He had the advantages of- 
fered always in a truly godly home. His father was Rev. W. 
H. Cuninggim, a local elder in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. His mother was Edith Gibbons, a daughter of Rev. 
John Gibbons, an itinerant minister in the same church. Reared 

! as he was in a home where the bible was read and from whose 
altar the incense of daily prayer arose, it was no wonder that 
Jesse Cuninggim gave his heart to God in his eleventh year. 
V He joined the church at Ormond’s Chapel, where his parents 
I were accustomed to worship. Just before he attained his ma- 
I jorit\^ he had a very narrow escape from drowning. In the 
1 presence of death he heard the voice of God calling him to go 
!: out into the world and tell the “Old, old story of Jesus and his 
love.” For a time he hesitated to obe3'^ the call, bu , in 1853, 

' he received license to preach. Feeling that a call to preach 
: means a call to prepare, a doctrine which he preached in all his 
counsels to \ oung ministers, he entered Normal College in 1854. 

; He was disappointed in that he was able to remain in this insti- 
j tution only one 3^^ear. But he staid long enough for the tendrils 
I of his heart to become wound around Trinity College, which he 
i loved with an unfaltering devotion to the day of his death. 

I In November, 1855, he joined the North Carolina Conference. 

I The following is the list of his appointments stretching through 
i fort3' -three eventful years ; 1855-7 — Smithville circuit; 1858-9 — 
I Duplin circuit; 1860-1 — ^Chapel Hill station; 1862-3 — Wilson sta-

! 1870 — Chapel Hill and Haw River circuit; 1871-2-3-4 — Greens- 
I boro .Station; 1875-6-7-8 — Agent for Greensboro Female College; 

■ 1879 So — Wilson station; 1SS1-2 — Durham .station ; 18S3-4 — Fay- 
etteville District; 1S85 6-7-8 — Greensboro District; 1889-90 — 
I Wairenton District; 1891-2-3-4 — Raleigh District; 1895-6-7-8 — 
j Durham District. 

In January, 1862, Dr. Cuninggim was married to Miss Lucy 
Armfield, of Statesville, N. C. From the time that these two 
stood before the marriage altar till the wife was left husbandless 
on these earthly shores, they formed a picture of conjugal love 
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as beautiful as that ot Browning and his wife. They grew to be 
like each other, to have the same tastes and aspirations. They 
grew to be “Uncle Jesse ’’ and “ Aunt Lucy ’’ — household char- 
acters in North Carolina Methodism. 

During his last two years on the Durham District, it was 
clearly evident that Uncle Jesse was “wearing away to the land 
of the leal.’’ The firm step had become feeble and the strong 
mind occasionally staggered as it ^pursued its line of thought, 
which ever tended Christward. With a cheerfulness of spirit 
which was almost sublime, he yielded to the inevitable, and at 
the last Conference he asked for a superannuated relation. He 
knew that the machinery of his heart was subject to a sudden 
stoppage, yet he hoped that he might sit for many hours in the 
golden light of life’s sunset. But the old hero was wanted 
elsewhere, and the angels took him at the close of the beautiful 
winter Saturday of last January. 

Great grief was felt all over the State when the news was 
sent abroad that “Uncle Jesse’’ was dead. The State had lost 
one of its best citizens. The Conference felt that one of its 
strongest pillars was removed. Strong men and women wept, 
and little children sobbed when they learned that this man of 
God was no more. 

As a preacher. Dr. Cuninggim was strong and convincing. 
He was never accused of preaching anything else than the sim- 
ple Gospel of Tesus Christ. This gospel he ever preached with 
convincing earnestness, often with overwhelming power. There 
are hundreds of his spiritual children all over the State to rise 
and call him blessed. 

He had great influence in his Conference. His advice was 
always considered reliable. He was sent by his Conference to 
represent it in the highest councils of. his Church. He was 
honored by Trinity College, of which he was for years a trustee. 
He was loved by all. He was an ideal Presiding Elder. He 
missed but few appointments. He observed method in all his 
personal and official transactions. He had a chamber in his 
heart for his every preacher, for whotri he prayed by name. 
The slighest details of every point of his district were known to 
him — often when the pastor himself was ignorant. 

Benevolence was one of his prime attributes. He made a gift 
of S 1,000 to Trinity College. He blways seemed anxious to aid 
struggling young men in securing an education. For some- 
time he and his wife supported a missionary in China. He 
gave more than the tenth of his income annually to the church. 1 
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It was one-foiirth. It will be remembered that in the collec- 
tions taken up at our Annual Conferences he was generally the 
first to respond — and always liberally. 

One of the most beautiful features of his life was his cheerful- 
ness. His face ever wore that brightness which comes from look- 
ing constantl3^ on the “King in His beauty. ’ ’ No dispensation of 
Providence caused his face to become clouded or his tone to be 
querulous. In his life was exemplified the truth which through 
the long century has shown like a daj^-staron the sky of human 
experience. “Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace whose 
mind is sta3"ed upon Thee.” In his whole life he reflected as 
from a burnished mirror the glory of the Lord, and “ passed 
from glory to glory, ” until in the beauty of the eternal morning, 
he awoke in the likeness of his King.

MEMOIR OF REV. T. B. REEKS. 

Rev. Thomas Branch Reeks was born in Granville C ounty, 
North Carolina, June 5th, 1825, married to Miss Anne E. Branie 
November, 1847, died at the home of his brother-in-law, Mr. 
John Brame, on the loth of April, 1899, and was buried at the 
old Brame homestead near Macon, Warren County, North Caro- 
lina. 

In boyhood he was deeply convicted at a prayer meeting and 
soundly converted to God. This conversion was as clear as the 
noonda3" sun — he never doubted it. He knew what experi- 
mental religion w^as — taught it in his family and preached it 
from the pulpit. 

He believed the onh" way to reach heaven was in making a 
full surrender of self to God. He loved his God, his Bible and 
the Methodist Church. 

He joined the N. C. Conference at Pittsboro, N. C., in 1854. at 
the early age of nineteen 3^ears and was sent as “Junior 
Preacher ” to the Warren circuit. 

In the midst of his ministerial usefulness he was affected with 
a throat trouble which necessitated his retirement for several 
years, resuming regular work in 1871, and serving various 
charges until the burdens of increasing age and feeble health 
called for superannuation, to which he gracefully submitted. 

As a minister he w^as plain, earnest and scriptural, delighting 
to do his Master’s w’ork. He w'as made the honored instru- 
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ment in God’s hands in gathering sheaves for the skies. He 
was gifted in prayer and seemed to get hold of God in every 
prayer. Like Moses, he was slow of speech, modest and unas- 
suming in disposition and yet bold in preaching the truth, and 
he stood for what he believed right at all times. 

He was a sincere man in all he said and did — true to his 
friends, and he cultivated the harmlessness of the dove to such 
an extent he had no enemies. 

He was able to say in all things, “The will of God be done. ” 
I saw hill- in age and feebleness extreme when the fire had con- 
sumed his home and left him homeless but no word of complaint 
escaped his lips. Though long aiflicted, he did not murmur, 
but obediently kissed the chastening rod; he recognized the fact 
that God was training him for heaven. I saw him frequently 
during his last illne.ss, his trust was implicit, his faith sublime, 
his hope sure. 

He was conscious that the shadows were gathering about his 
mortal life but he felt no fear. As sorrowing loved ones gath- 
ered about and the hand of affection strove to minister to him 
and love’s listening ear bent over him he whispered, “ It is not 
much to die for I .shall still live.” No more will his name be 
called at our annual gatherings but he has heard it called by his 
loving Master and has answered it on high. 

He will no more receive appointments here of poor circuits 
and missions for he has a grand station in the City of God in 
the New Jerusalem. 

We laid him beside his wife who years before preceded him to 
the “Glory Land ” and with whom he is now united. 

Sleep on brother until the trump of God calls you to receive 
that glorified body like our Lord’s. 

“ Let me die the death of the righteous and let my last end be 
like his.

MEMOIR OF REV. N. A. HOOKER. 

Rev. N. a. Hooker passed away, from earth to heaven, on 
Wednesday, A. at 9 o’clock, June 7th. 1899, at his home. 
Kinston, N. C., surrounded by his devoted family. He attended 
church Sunday, and partook of the sacrament. His last official 
act was to pronounce the benediction, and on the morning of 
the third day following was in heaven. Brother Lee, his faith- 
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ful pastor, was with him a few minutes before he breathed his 
last, but he talked so cheerfully that he did not regard him so 
critically ill and that the death reaper was so near. He had 
given abundant evidence of his readiness to go. He suffered 
troni erysipelas. He was in his 83rd year. To him to “live 
was Christ,, to die was gain. ” He was born in Green County, 

N. C., loth of October, 1816. He joined the N. C. Conference 
at Mocksville in 1840, and served the church faithfully for 48 
years. He was no idler, and the people appreciated his services. 
Superannuated in 1888, owing to the failure of his health and 
feebleness. In earl 3^ life he lacked academic advantages, having 
only the old field school training, but being blessed with a re- 
tentive memory, and studious habits, lost no time in idleness, 
but believing he was called to the work of the ministr\^ he 
applied himself assidiously to the acquisition of knowledge. His 
librar3^ consisted of his Bible, Wesley’s sermons, Fletcher’s 
Checks, Watson’s Institutes, Church Discipline, and Webster’s 
Dictionary, and what he learned he retained. 

Inasmuch as there is a gap of five years, we refrain from an 
attempt to give his appointments in succession. Suffice it to 
say that he served the church faithfully to the time of his de- 
parture. He was a man of stalwart frame and commanding 
appearance and yet as simple as a child in his bearing towards 
his fellow man . In considering his preaching we would say it 
was truly exegetical in its character. From the announcement 
of the text there was a close adherence to its teachings, and 
often the peroration seemed to be super-human. One of our 
faithful men in writing of him says : “ He preached and prayed | 
with great power,” and that is also our testimony. We have 
heard him when in the prime and vigor of his life and could see 
the effect upon those who were his auditors. He “ preached the 
Word.” His social gifts were of a high order, and in the pri- 
vate circle he never forgot his place, but exemplified what he 
preached, hence there was no levit3’’ in what he had to ,say. 

At our last Conference, held in Elizabeth City, we domiciled 
under the same roof, and he, at times, would entertain us with 
some glowing reminiscences of earl3^ life and we felt better by 
having heard them. He was a true man in every sense of the 
word. A faithful husband, father and friend. He has left a 
precious memorv* that will not be forgotten. His life was an 
open book, and those who knew “him best loved him the most. ” 
He was married October 25th, 1845, to Miss Catherine H. Ful- i 
I ford, of Carteret Couiit}^ N. C., (the writer of this tribute offi- |j 
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dating) and she proved to be a help-meet indeed. She, four 
daughters, and two sons-in-law survive him. For their com- 
fort we would say, he has simply gone before them and we trust 
they will lollow him as he “followed Christ.” God has given 
assurance that He will be the widow’s friend and a father to the 
fatherless children. “Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord, from henceforth, yea saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labors and their works do follow them.” 

Bro. Hooker has gone from the foot of the cross to the crown 
of triumph which now encircles his brow — “ thanks be to God 
which giveth us' the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ, ”

MEMOIR OF REV. R. P. TROY. 

Robert Preston Troy was born in Randolph County, N. C., 
July 13th, 1838, and died at his home in Greensboro, N. C., 
July ist, 1899. He made a public profescion of faith in Christ 
and joined the M. E. Church, South, before he was twelve 
years old. He graduated at Trinity College in i860 and soon 
thereafter was elected principal of Olin High School in Iredell 
county. This position he held until 1861, when he resigned and 
volunteered as private in the Confederate armj’^ — but was soon 
after promoted to the rank of captain, making a gallant and 
efficient officer, and in the meantime a faithful Christian laborer 
among the .soldiers. After the war Brother Troy devoted his 
life mainly to school teaching, having taught at Greensboro and 
Pleasant Garden -and later on was president of Murfreesboro 
Female College. Soon after he began to teach he was licen.sed 
to preach and as a local preacher did much effective work. In 
1871 he was happily married to Miss Ella Bumpass, of Greens- 
boro, N. C., who with seven children survives him. He joined 
the North Carolina Conference at Statesville in 1883, thus enter- 
ing fully the work of the ministry He served the following 
charges : 1884-5-6-7 — Madison circuit; 1888-9-90 — Ruffin cir- 
cuit; 1891-2 — Littleton circuit. In 1893 he was president of 
Murfreesboro Female College, but the college being destroyed 
by fire, he Resumed again the regular pastorate and in 1894, *95 
and ’96 was stationed at Weldon. It was here during the year 
1896 that he was stricken with paralysis and was obliged to 
give up active work. At the ensuing Annual Conference he 
asked for and obtained R" superannuated relation. Though he 
partially recovered he never again regained his vigor. 
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From his boyhood Brother Troy was full of zeal and had an 
intense love for souls, and all through his u.seful life God gave 
him many souls for his hire. Wherever he labored the revival 
fires burned and the church was quickened into a higher 'life. 
His p'ety was of the highest t^-pe. His constant motto was 
“holiness unto the Lord, ” Calm and serene in spirit, he en- 
joyed the sweet assurance of Divine acceptance — and rejoiced 
continually in the presence of his Lord. All who came within 
the sphere of his holy life felt its sacred and uplifting influence. 
His happiest moments on earth were when he was leading sin- 
ners to Christ and encouraging and helping God’s children to- 
wards heaven. 

To him the end came suddenly, and no word of adieu greeted 
the loved ones who surrounded the d3ung saint. It needed no 
word then to tell that he was ready. His life from childhood 
until God took him was a constant declaration of his readiness. 

His works and words still live. The influence of that gentle 
Christ like life will long linger to bless the church, and multi- 
tudes will rise up in that day to call him blessed who was 
instrumental in leading them to the Savior.

MEMOIR OF REV. PETER L. HERMAN. 

This devoted servant of God and worthy member of the 
North Carolina Conference of the M. E. Church, South, was 
born in Catawba county, N. C., February 22, 1833. His father 
I died when he was quite a bo^^ and he was left to the care oi a 
I" widowed mother. His parents were members of the German 
, Reformed P; esb3'terian Church. In early manhood he was con- 
; verted to Christ at a camp-meeting at Dry Pond, near the pres- 
i ent town of Denver. With his conversion was born a deterni:- 
j nation to live and labor for Christ, a determination that never 
left him, but was with him until the hour his Lord called him 
to the glorified ranks of the saints in heaven. He joined the 
South Carolina Conference at Greenville, S. C., in 1859. 

He served the following charges: Concord Circuit as junior 
preacher in 1860-1861 ; Newberry Circuit, 1862 ; Mapleton Cir- 
cuit, 1863-64; Butler Circuit, 1865-66; Edgefield Cirpuit, 1867-68; 
Morganton, 1869; Lenoir Circuit, 1870-71-72; Newton Circuit, 
1873-74; Thomasville and High Point, 1875-76-77-78; Smithfield, 
1879-80; Reidsville Circuit, 1881; Hickory Ciicuit, 1882-83; 
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Lilesville Circuit, 1884; Snow Hill Circuit, 1885-86-87-88; Sniith- 
fieM Circuit, 1889-90; Caiy Circuit, 1891-92; Oxford Circuit, 
1893-94; Warrenton Circuit, 1895 96-97; Littleton Circuit, 1898. 

At our last Conference, ow'ing to the poor state of his health, 
he took the superannuated relation, and lived with his family at 
Dunn, N. C. Here he died August 29, 1899. In 1863 he was 
married to Miss Frances H. Jay, of Abbeville, S. C. She and 
five daughters and one son survive him. The above gives the 
metes and bounds of his ministry that rounded up well-nigh 
forty years. What an age of uninterrupted service for Christ ! 
What ari honor was given him that he was authorized to stand 
up in the name of his Lord for forty years ! What vast expan- 
sion came to the kingdom of Christ through his apostleship ! 
What wealth came to the church and to the homes ot men 
through his ministry ! Brother Herman loved his calling. He 
loved his Lord ; he loved the gospel ; he loved to preach it. His 
own heart was thrilled with the message he delivered to the 
people. The truth of Christ glowed in his thought. He was 
happy when preaching. The sweet waters that he gave to 
others refreshed his own soul. The bread that he broke to the 
people nourished his own heart. He was always himself lifted 
up in spirit when he lifted up Christ. In prcaehing, he got 
vision of the beautiful things of our gospel that filled his soul 
with rapture. His was a happy ministry. He had the poeti- 
cal temperament. His imagination was rich, luxuriant, but 
chaste. He was graceful in thought and in action. And the 
people heard him gladly. His ministry was fruitful in soul- 
Winning and in comforting words to the saints. There are 
thousands in our great State that call him blessed. , To me he 
was a very engaging and attractive preacher. He lived with- 
out reproach. He wore the white rooe of his ministry without 
stain. He made his long career without change ‘from the 
straight line that marks the high calling of the saint. He could 
appropriately have said with Paul, “For me to live is Chrisi.” 

There w^as no variableness, neither shadow of turning from 
his great life purpose, which was to win Christ, and to make 
full proof of his ministry. His entrance into the nnnistr}^ w^as 
under the ,sincerest conviction of duty. He did not choose it as 
an avenue to fame. He was not seeking honor, and he never 
used his ministry for such an end. It was always to glorify his 
Lord. Hence, he was always happy in his work. One of the 
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last hymns he sang, with a voice tottering with weakness, was 
this : 

“I love Thy Kingdom, Lord.” 

Bro. Herman was a delightful companion. His many friends 
had much pleasure in his company. Many hours of pastime 
have I had with him, when the soul threw off all care and serious 
thought, and we were happy and frolicsome as in the innocent 
sports of childhood. He was a man of infinite jest. He had an 
eye kee.i as the hunter’s for the ludicrous and grotesque in life. 
He saw things that the common eye never saw. ' His fund of 
anecdote was inexhaustible. His mind was richly stored wuth 
curious information. You always learned something from him. 
And in all his mirthful moods, and in all the plays of his 
humor, you never doubted his allegiance to his Lord or his com- 
passion for his fellow-man. To me he was always innocent and 
beautiful as a child. His religion made him happy. His faith 
was very simple. Heaven was just as much a reality to him as 
the earth was. Christ was as real to him as any human friend. 
He could truthfully have uttered these words of Ray Palmer: 

“ Jesus, these eyes have never seen 
That radiant form of Thine; 

The veil of sense hangs dark between 
Thy blessed face and mine. 

I see Thee not, I hear Thee not. 

Yet art Thou oft wnth me; 

And earth hath ne’er so dear a spot 
As where I meet with Thee. 

Like some bright dream that comes unsought 
When slumbers o’er me roll, 

Thine image ever fills my thought. 

And charms my ravished soul. ” 

His religion was positively experimental ; his home life was 
sw^eet and beautiful ; like the bee to his hive, the best of all 
that he had he carried to that charmed circle. Here were his 
dearest joys, and here he poured out the richest oblations of his 
love and sympath3\ 

His last days were days of suffering ; the pain pierced him to 
the quick ; yet he bore himself as the hero of raan>’ battles. He 
never thought that his Lord had turned against him. He did 
not dishonor his Lord b>^ complainings and murmurings. He 
was happy under trial. He bore the afflicting hand of his God 
with patience. When the end came, there was great victory; it 
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was not death ; it was only an incident in the onward career of 
an immortal spirit, passing to nobler tasks and to higher joys. 

And there he awaits the coming of his brethren beloved in the I 

toils of the way. We shall greet him again |

MEMOIR OF REV. E. J. HOLDEN. I 

Lucien Jerome Holden was born in Orange County, North 4 

Carolina, December 2nd, 1844, and was converted to God in I 

1872 at New Sharon Church in the same county, under the min- I 

istry of Dr. L. W. Crawford. His conversion was under rather | 

unusual circumstances. He resisted the wooings of the spirit | 

and determined to fight the battle out to the bitter end. Like I 

Jonah, he fled from God, and undertook to ridicule the very I 

sermon that brought him to Christ. But like Paul, when he | 

caught the glorious vision of the ‘Christ, his surrender w’as 
complete, absolute, and from that hour, to know Christ in the 
power of his resurection and the fellowship of his sufferings, 

I became the pa.ssion of his life. 

He was licensed to preach soon after his conversion, and was 
received into the North Carolina Conference at Goldsboro Dec- 
ember nth, 1873. In December 1885, he was ordained deacon 
by Bishop McTyeire, and was ordained elder in 1877 hy Bishop 
Doggett, In 1870 (before he entered the ministry) he was mar- 
ried to Miss Josephine Linke, of Orange County, who lived only 
a short while. In 1874 he was married to Mrs. Betty Hussej’^, 
of Rocky Mount, who shared the toils of his future ministry, 
with him, and who still, with eight children, survives him. 

His first appointment was at Nashville and Rocky Mount, 
which charge he served during the years 1874-jand 1875. These 
two years were marked by great spiritual power and many souls 
were born into the kingdom of God under his earnest and tire- 
less ministr}\ The impress of his consecrated life remains 
throughout the bounds of that charge unto this day. The fruits 
of his toil abide. Many rise up and call him blessed. In 1876- 
’77 and ’78 he wms appointed to the Rolesville circuit, w’here he 
was abundant in labors and won many souls for Chri.st. In 
1 879- ’80- ’8 1 and ’82 he served the Henderson circuit. In 1883- 
’84- ’85 and ’86 the Roanoke circuit. In 1889 Littleton and 
Weldon. In 189*^ Littleton circuit. In 1891 -’92 and ’93 North- 
ampton circuit. In 1894- ’95 and ’96 Jonesboro circuit. In 1897- 
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’98 and part of ’99 Snow Hill circuit. Thus for twenty-six 
years he received his appointments at the hands of the consti- 
tuted authorities of our Church, and went forth like a true sol- 
dier to do valiant service. He always received his appointments 
with cheerfulness. However hard the field he never murmured. 
It was enoujjh for him to know that he had a place in which to 
labor and that there were immortal souls to be won as trophies 
for his King. vV^ith a glad heart and willing mind he gave 
himself for more than a quarter of a century to unremitting, 
heroic toil — ^building up the Church and leading souls to Christ. 

Brother Holden was one of our most effective men. Wherever 
he went he never failed to look after every interest of the work 
committed to his charge. He was a man of forceful intellect, 
having a legal turn of mind and gond business capacity. He 
would have been a man of affairs had he devoted himself to any 
line of secular work . His sermons were pointed, earnest and 
evangelical. His magnetic social qualities drew the people to 
him and gave him enlarged influence for good. The entire 
course of his ministr3" was marked by gracious revivals, and 
hundreds now wait upon our altars who were won to Christ 
through his faithful labors. For the last few >’ears his health 
had been gradually failing, though with unflagging zeal he 
s continued to work. About a month before his death he was 
I taken worse and it was evident his work was done. 

On the 15th of July, 1899, at Snow Hill, N. C., he paSvSed 
from the toils of the church on earth to the triumphs of the 
church above. Death invaded mj’^ heart’s inner circle when he 
struck down L. J. Holden. 

The writer owes more t6 him under God than any other man, 
living or dead. He led me to Christ when I was but a boy, 
took me into the church, gave me m\' first lessons in theolog\^ 
lie watched over niv life as a babe in Christ with a brooding 
I tenderness that had in it some of the watchfulness of a mother’s 
: love. I alwav’S regarded him as 1113^ father in Christ, and he 
alwa3’S called me his .son in the Gospel. Ah I as I think of him 
now the gates of memorv are thrown back and the tides of the 
vanished 3'ears roll in upon me I see him, his tall, noble form 
standing there in the old bo v pulpit, his hair black as the 
raven’s wing, his dark e3'es flashing, his face transfigured by a 
light divine, shining as 1 think the face of Moses must have 
shone as he came from the awful presence of God, whilst the 
hearts of the great congregation melted under the musie of a 
voice soft and sweet as the melod3' of waters. We shalj hear 
that voice no more until we catch its sweeter rotes, mingling 
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In his deportment he was as gentle as a woman and as humble 
as a child. He was one of the sweetest-spirited men I have ever 
known. It was helpful to associate with him. 

His growth in .spirituality and resignation to the will of the 
Master impressed me much during the year. I believe he had 
been for months rif>ening for the better world. His pathway 
through life has not always been smooth. He was called to 
pass over many rough places, and the shadows were often upon 
him. He suffered much, mentally and physicall3% during the 
last few 3*ears of his life. 

As I Stood by his dying bed and 'saw him as he gently 

breathed his life awa\% I thought of the transition through 
which he was passing, from a world of darkness and sin and 
.sorrow and suffering to a world of glorious light and endless joy 
and heavenly music. The sound of seraph’s wings and the 
music of harps swept by angels’ fingers could be imagined. 

So fades a summer cloud away, 

So sinks the gale when storms are o’er, 

So gently shuts the eye of day ; 

So dies a wave along the shore. ”

MEMOIR OF WHXIAM H. BRANSON, ESQ. 

The Memorial service of an Annual Conference is an hour of 
mingled sadness and joy. Sad because it gives emphasis to the 
broken ranks of the Church ; joyous because it calls in view the 
triumphs of our faith as illustrated in the records of those who 
have gone to their rewards. While William Henry Branson 
was not a preacher, yet all of us recognized him, in a high and 
true sense, as a noble leader. It is therefore fitting that in this 
sacred hour he should occupy our attention, and that we should 
pay this la£.t tribute to his memory. 

Thomas Branson, his father, was twice married, the first time 
to Miss Mary Lewellyn, the second time to Mrs. Prescott. 
William, who was born May 23, i860, was the only child by 
this second wife. His parents were noted for strength of char- 
acter, vigor of mind and physical energy. ,There was nothing 
in the social atmosphere of their home to dissipate the sincerity 
of these characteristics. Their son inherited them all, and thus 
got a good start in life. William was only twelve years old 
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when his father died. He then became a member of the family 
of Mr. J. A. Odell, of Greensboro. N. C., who had married Miss 
Jennie Prescott, *his half sister. Their fidelity to him, and his 
obedience to them, furnished the richest opportunity for the 
development of a strong life. His Methodist parents, by pre- 
cept and example, laid in him the foundations of faith in God, 
and this faith was nursed in the Odell home, when at the age of 
Seventeen years it brought him to the mysteries of a regenera- 
ted life. He joined the church of his parents, and in all his 
church relations was upright, faithful and energetic. 

Measured by the standards of schoolmen, his education was 
limited. Nature had, however, endowed him with large mental 
powers, aud from the earliest he seemed to have supreme con- 
trol over these faculties. Everything to him was an educator, 
and from every source he gathered into himself truth and inspi- 
ration, and thus he became in the truest .sense an educated man. 

' In his business enterprises he attained rare success. Begin- 
ning at what men call the bottom round, he became a leader in 
the business world. This success was not attained by any 
questionable methods, for behind every dollar he accumulated, 
every enterprise he projected, and every business he superin- 
tended, there was an uncompromising integrity and the energy 
of a strong hand. He is another witness to the truth that large 
success is not hindered by lovalty to the church and fidelity to 
God. In the business world he bore high testimony to our 
Christian religion. 

No man ever had a truer and more beautiful home life than 
William Branson. On December 17, 1885, he was married to 
Miss Clara Sargent, of Greensboro. N. C. They married be- 
cause they loved each other. Their two lives flowed, as if by 
divine direction, int > that mystical union ordained of God, 
where each was lost in a deeper and holier identity. The more 
they learned of each other the deeper became their love, and as 
children came into their home, the stronger grew their faith in 
God. The atmosphere of the home circle was one of reverent 
faith and hallowed affection.s. Against the claims of his family 
no worldly pleasures or business interests could attract him. 
His last thoughts were directed to the comfort of his wife and 
children. Up through di.stressing pain and torture his mind 
rose in an effort to comfort them. 

The church and the world knew the value of this man and 
sought him . As a member of those boards that have the con- 
trol of the most important aud intricate business, he was faith- 





fill, not holding these places as places of honor, nor degrading 
them to stepping stones upon which he might rise to some sel- 
fish gratification. They were in every sense places of respon- 
sibility and he gave to them his best thought and wisest direc- 
tion. He had a commanding place in all these hoards, and the 
smallest detaibof business was watcliM with jealous care. As 
Treasurer of the Joint Board of Finance df our Conference we all 
had an opportunity to know him. With a real joy he left his 
great enterprises to attend the sessions of the Conference. • He 
took up his work with a Serious earnestness, and day and night 
laboie^ till he had performed all of his responsible duties to the 
"church which he loved. ■ • 

' This generation of preachers cati not forget the smiling face, 
loving heart and warm hand that alwa3’S greeted them even in . 
the midst of his work. He loved the preachers of the North ^ 
Carolina Conference and had faith in their wisdom. In private . 
discussions about unspTv^d problems he 'always declared that - 
the North Carolina ConTerehce wor.ld do thfe right thing. Those ’ 
of vbu who have served hith aS' pastors know the fideliUy with < 
which he! not only looked after the ^business affairs of his; 
church, but bowed at the altar by the side’of-broken-hearted 
penitents in the simplicity of faith, and struggled with them' 
tliat they might know fhcf'way ^sGod. • T , 

William Henr^^ Bransoti was a noble man. His nobilitv’ was 
the nobility of godliness.' In personal appearance he had every 
mark of a royal spirit. Before him seemed to open a future, full 
of usefulness and success, and about him the church was gath- 
ering wdth implicit confidence, but in a moment all w’as ended, 
i On the 24th day of March, 1899, by a shoe ing accident, he was 
taken from us. Happy is that man' who, in an engine room, 
examining new’ machiner3% is prepared to meet his God ; and 
William Branson was as well prepared in that hour as he had 
been on the last Sunday morning he sat in his pew and heard 
his pastor preach the Gospel. 

We cherish his memory as a divine gift, and gather from his 
record an inspiration to greater fidelity.

MEMOIR OF HENRY CLAY WALL. Esq. 

Henry Clay Wall, son of Mial and Mary Wall* was born 
four miles w’est of Rockingham, N. C., June loth, 1841, -and 
died at Blowing Rock, N. C., July 31st. 1899. His parents 
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when he was quite young made Rockingham their temporary 
home that they might he convenient to a school for their chil- 
dren. Later they returned to their old homestead where they 
remained the remainder of their lives. 

The subject of this sketch coutinued in school at Rockingham 
Academy for some time, and then w’ent to Randolph-lNIacon 
College, and in 1859 he entered the University of North Caro- 
lina. When the signal of war was heard, he laid aside his text 
books and returned home to fight in defence of his country. 

He joined the Pee Dee Guard, and on the 27th of June, 1861, 
left for Virginia in the Twenty-third North Carolina Regiment, 
His parents thought him too delicate for the hardships of a i 
soldier’s life, and his father greatly needed his .services at home, 
so he hired a substitute and Clay returned home ; not to remain 
long, for soon he joined the cav'alry where he did his full duty. 

It is said that none advanced farther within the enemies lines 
or remained longer or fought more gallantly than did he. 

On October 28th, 1874, he married Miss Mary Francis I^eak, 
daugliter of Col. J. W. and Mrs. Ann C. Leak. His widow and 
two children survive him. For a number of years he was editor 
and proprietor of tie “Rockingham Rocket,” a weekly paper. . 
For the work of an editor he was well fitted by nature and cul- : 
ture. He wTOte w’ell and with ease. He had a poetic mind. 

He had large means, owming farms, and bein-^ a stockholder 
and director in all the cotton factories in and near Rockingham, 
N. C. For about forty years he w’as a member of the M. E. 
Church, South. He was an official of the Church and faithful 
in the performance of duty. He was often elected delegate to 
the Annual Conference, and w’as alwa\ s present ar.d ready to do 
any work assigned him. He is mi.ssed by his family, by the 
Church, the services of which he so regularly attended, and to 
the support of which he so largely contributed. Many poor 
ones miss his bountiful hand. He was honored and loved wher- 
ever his worth was kr>own. 

May the Lord sanctify his remov^al from us to the. good of 
us all !

MEMOIR OF L. W. McMULLAN, ESQ. 

Lucullus Walker McMullan was born in Greene Gounty, 
Va., June 20th, 1843, home in Hertford, N. C., 

Sunday, October 8th, 1899, in the 57th year of his age. 
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In December, i860, his father, Rev. Jeremiah McMullan. late 
j of the Virginia Conference, M. E. Church, South, wis assigned 
I to the Hertford Circuit, then in the Virginia Conference ; imme- 
I diately after Conference he moved to Hertford with his entire 
; family, except one daughter who was married, and who died 
j only a few days before the subject of this Memoir left us for his 
' home above, thus breaking the first link in the golden chain of 
I love that had bound together in most ardent attachment five 
\ brothers and four sisters for nearly forty years. 

! In the latter part of the first year of the war between the 
States, Bro. McjMullan enlisted in th^ .service of his beloved 
South-land, and bravely, faithfully, and fearles.sly followed the 
I varying fortunes of the “ Stars and Bars ” until that flag was 
i furled at Appomattox. 

At the clo.se of the war he returned to his home in Hertford, 
N. C., and formed a business copartnership with Mr. Z. Toms 
for the manufacture of buggies, carriages, etc., under the firm 
name of Toms & McMullan ; they began busine.ss without cap- 
ital, but by close application, pluck and ene gy, they passed 
safely over the rough seas of the first few years, and out into 
; the broad, placid sea of .success and prosperity. Their copart- 
nership continued through a period of thirty-four years, and 
ended onl\' on the death of Bro. McMullan. 

He was twice married, fir.st to Miss Mary N. Reed, who died 
i in 1882. To this union five children were born, three of whom 
; are now living, and members of the church the father loved so 
i much. Some years after the death of his fir.st wife, he was 
! again married, to Miss Pauline Lewis ; to this happy union two 
j children were born ; both died in the sweet innocence of in- 
S fancv, so that while precious ties were rudely broken on earth 
j in his death, other precious ties — broken long ago — were reuni- 
I ted in “ the far-away liome of the good. ” 

He was .soundly converted to God in early manhood, under 
the ministry of his father, and united with the M. E. Church, 
South, in Hertford, "N. C., within whose pales he remained until 
death, serving his God in and through service to the church, 
with great zeal and fidelity, in almost constant offici il capacity, 
and in aim st every position in which a layman could .serve, 
representing his Church in Quarterly, District and Annual t on- 
ference. At the time of his death he was Steward, Sunday 
School Superintendent, Trustee of Church and Parsonage, and 
member of the Annual Conference Board of Education. 

Bro. McMullan was a true, wise and helpful friend to his 
pastor. The secret was, he sincerely and deeply loved God and 
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His church, therefore he gladly held up the hands of His min- 
istering servants, and honestly tried to help them to the high- 
est degree of success. 

This writer never had a truer friend than L. W. McMullan. 
Soon after we were assigned to the Hertford Circuit I received 
a h ng, friendly letter from him, full of expressions of brotherly 
kindness and willingness to co-operate with his pastor in any 
and all church work. Among others, he met us at the depot 
when we came to the charge, and it was in his buggy and by 
his side that I was carried to the parsonage. On aniving at the 
parsonage he said: I an. the son of a Methodist preacher, I 

know how it is, here are ten dollars on quarterage, ” and this 
kindness and helpfulness to his pastor was not indulged in by 
fits and starts, but was as steady and constant as the beatings 
of his own heart, and ceased only when his great, good heart 
ceased to pulsate with life. 

On Monday, October 9th, his funeral service was held from 
Hertford Methodist Church, conducted by the writer; the church 
was simply packed from pulpit to door, and large numbers were 
unable to find room to either sit or stand within the church. 
Such an outpouring of the people, young and old, white and 
black, goo<l and bad, had not been witnessed in this community 
in many years, and no wonder, for he was indeed a genuine 
friend to all. All through the vast congregation, during the 
funeral service, heads were bowed and eyes unused to weeping, 
were baptized with tears. After the service in the church, his 
remains were borne to Cedarwood Cemetery, and there tenderly 
laid by the side of his sleeping wife, and near his sleeping 
mother and four children, to rest until called by the Master in 
the last great day.

The Advocate 
under the editorship of Rev. T. N. Ivey, D. D., has been clean, capable, 
loyal to the Church, and spiritual. 

(2) , We recommend the appointment of Rev. T. N. Ivey as editor for 
the ensuing year. 

(3) . We also pledge our hearty support to the paper and will earnestly 
endeavor to increase its circulation, 

(4) . We understand that there is still a very large amount due the paper 
in the hands of subscribers. We recommend that our preachers make a 
special effort to collect this and send to the paper not later than January 
15th. iqoo. 

(5) . We recommend that the Conference invest two thousand ($2,000) 
dollars of its Trust Fund in the Raleigh Christian Advocate Company, 
and that the stock be increased to the full ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 

(6) . We recommend that the report of the special ‘‘ Committee for the 
establishment of an organ for the N. C. Conference” be iucv>rporated in 
our minutes and preserved as the connecting link in the history of the 
paper.

Report of the Committee for the Establishment of an Organ for the 

N. C Conference. 

Your committee appointed at the last session of the N. C. Conference, in 
accordance with the statement of Rev. L. W. Crawford, D. D., the Editor 
and principal owner of the N. C. Christian Advocate, that said paper 
could no longer support two editors, and in compliance with his further 
suggestion that the North Carolina Conference purchase a half interest in 
the N. C. Chistian Advocate, beg leave to submit their report as follows : 

The task placed upon your committee was one of very, great difficulty. 
Whilst the sentiment of the Conference was very decided that a uew Advo- 
cate should be established, it seemed to be equally decided that no actio* 
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should be taken that did not look to the full protection of the interests of 
Dr. Crawford, and the other owners of the Advocate, and to a settlement 
satisfactory to them. 

The committee, in obedience to this sentiment, accepted the figures 
suggested by Dr. Crawford, and named by the Conference, as a basis for 
settlement, namely, $6,500 for a one-half interest in the N. C Christian 
Advocate. 

Several interviews with Dr. Crawford developed the fact that the N. C. 
Christian Advocate Company owed $■1,500, and also that the plant of the 
Company bad depreciated in value to the extent ot $i.coo. 

From the total value placed upon the paper by Dr. Crawford, $13,000, 
we, therefore, claimed a reduction of $2,500. covering these two items, 
making the present appraised value only $10,500. The N. C. Christian 
Advocate Company agreed to accept the plant at the valuation of $2,400, 
suggested by the Editor. 

Deducting this amount from the appraised value, $10,500, there was 
left, as the value of the entire property, only $S.ioo, Upon this valuation, 
the one half interest to be purchased by the North Carolina Conference 
would cost, say, $4,050. 

From the standpoint of the Conference, the committee regarded this as 
an equitable settlement. These figures were not agreed to by Dr. Craw' 
ford, and his attorney, Hon. F. C. Robbins, they insisting that the sub- 
scription list of the N. C. Conference was more valuable than that of the 
W. N. C. Conference. 

The committee, having before been informed by Rev. Dr. Ivey and by 
Rev. W. L. Grissom, who were both familiar with the Advoc.\te, that 
such was the case, and believing the N. C. Conference earnestly desired an 
amicable settlement, acceded to this demand made by Dr. Crawford, and 
agreed to allow the sum of $612 50. value of the N. C. Conference 

subscription list, over that of the W. N. C. Conference list. Adding this 
amount, the valuation of the one-half intere.st, as represented by the entire 
N. C. Conference subscription list, was fixed at $4,662.50 

This amount, it was agreed, should be paid to the N. C. Christian Ad- 
vocate Company, for the entire subscription list of the N. C. Conference, 
and for the good will of the old Raleigh Advoc.^te. as far as it might b» 
owned by the N. C. Christian Advocate Company. But, out of this 
amount was first to be reserved sufficient to retire the stock in the N . C . 
Christian Advocate Company, owned by parties residing within the 
bounds of the N. C. Conference, at about its value, that being as near as 
oould be determined, about 75 per cent, of its face. 
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Of this stock there was $2,500. To retire this would require $1,875. The 
payment of this would leave the amount to be paid to Dr Crawford and 
the other owners of the Advocate the sum of $2,787 50 We rej^arded this 
as exceedingly liberal, but Dr. Crawford still demurred and then proposed 
to settle for $3,000 cash, and the retirement of those of his stocxholders 
heretofore referred to. Still desirous of an amicable settlement, the com- 
mittee conceded this point, and agreed to recommend the acceptance of 
this final proposition. 

Having succeeded after continued effort in reaching this point of settle- 
ment with the N. C. Christian Advocate Company, there remained yet 
another serious difficulty m the way. 

The Conference had instructed the establishment of an Organ, but had 
provided no funds for carrying out its wishes. Diligent effort was made, 
and aid solicited throughout the Conference, but men who had money were 
not willing to invest in an enterprise of this kind, where so much was paid 
for the good will, which, as was claimed, was already the property of the 
N. C. Conference. Finally however, a stock Company was organized 
with a capital of $10,000, of which $6,000 has been issued. This includes 
the stock issued to the stockholders of the N C. Christian Advocate 
Company, within the bounds ot the N. C. Conference, to whom full paid 
stock was issued in the new Company, one share for each share of their 
holdings in the old Company. 

With this Company, your committee has arranged for the publication of 
the Raleigh Christian Advocate, upon the terms fixed by the Conference. 
The Editor is to be elected by the Conference, and he is to control the 
editorial policy of the paper, as long as the Conference shall continue to 
adopt it as its official organ. There were many difficulties in the way of 
the new enterprise, but these have been largely overcome, and a paper is 
being published which reflects credit on our Conference. 

To properly equip itself, however, and put it in position to do the best 
service, the capital of the Company should be increased to the full $10,000, 
and your committee recommends, ani earnestly urges, that this Confer- 
ence as a Conference or through its individual members, or both, shall put 
this additional $4,000 into the Company. 

The reports of the Company make a very gratifying exhibit, and the 
Editor and the Management feel assured of the continued success of the 
paper. Your committee recommends, therefore, that this Conference 
should take, in its own name,, not less than $2,000 of the additional stock. 

Your committee has given this matter much careful thought, and beg to 
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subrtiit this settlement as the best that could be made under'existing con- 
ditions, and ask that they now be discharged. ; - / r

Whrreas, The State of Utah, in violation of a solemn agreement to for- 
ever renounce and prohibit polygamy, as a condition of attaining to State- 
hood, have elected one Brigham H Roberts, who is charged with being a 
polygamist, to the Congress of the United States; therefore. 

Resolved ist. That we heartily endorse the action oi Congress in its 
endeavor to prevent said Roberts from becoming a member of that body, 
and urge, that if he is by law entitled to a seat, that he be expelled from 
that body. 

Resolved 2nd, That we petition that honorable body to take steps to 
secure an amendment to the Constitution of the United States prohibiting 
polygamy within our borders 

Resolved 3rd, That we urge our people not to countenance, or aid the 
Mormon Missionaries in any way, either by entertaining them in their 
homes or by accepting their literature, or hearing them preach. 

Resolved 4th, That a telegram be sent to Mr. Taylor, leader of the 
opposition in Congress to the seating of Roberts, informing him of the 
action of this body.

REPORTS OF THE COMMITTEE AND OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 

ORPHANAGE.; 

The committee appointed at the last Conference on Methodist Orphanage 
and Superannuated Preachers Home, begs leave to report. 

The committee met in the city of Raleigh, December 23rd, 1898. Present, 
J. N. Cole, Jos. G. Brown, Col. E. J. Parrish, and J. W. Jenkins. J. W. 
Jenkins was elected chairman and Jos. G. Brown secretary and treasurer. 

The first business was the selection of a site. 

Raleigh was unanimously chosen. 

It was decided to appeal to the citizens of Raleigh to give us the site. The 
chairman was directed to write to a large number of influential Methodists 
to meet in Raleigh on the 2nd of February to] devise ways and means for 
the launching of the institution, and that we call a mass-meeting of the 
citizens of Raleigh in order to present our claims to them. One dollar, the 
gift of Rev. W. W. Rose, was paid to the treasurer. 

The letters were written. The 2nd day of February arrived. There were 
])resent at this meeting Rev. W. C. Norman, Jos. G. Brown and J. W. Jenk- 
ins. Brokher Brown read a note from that big-hearted Baptist, John T. 
Pullen, saying that he would give us one hundred dollars. The chairman 
reported a donation of eight hundred dollars. Two other subscriptions of 
fifty dollars each were made then. We thanked God and took courage. 
Our mass-meeting was spoiled by a mass-meeting of the citizens in the inter- 
e»t of Raleigh’s new charter. 



We then determined to bring it before the Chamber of Commerce. They 
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showed us great kindness, and undertook to raise the amount necessary to 
purchase the site. By their energy and zeal they raised in subscriptions 
three thousand and thirty dollars. They greatl}' helped us in inaii}'^ ways. 
The thanks of the whole Church is due them. The site was purchased. It 
is situated to the Northwest of the city, just outside the corporate limits — a 
beautiful site of about forty acres. After visiting the grounds with Brother 
Brown, Stanhope Wynn and the Chairman, that grand old Christian gen- 
tleman, A. F. Page, said: “I will give you now one hundred dollars on 

the site, one thousand on the buildings and five thousand on endow:nent. ” 
We thanked God and took courage again. The tune had arrived for organ- 
ization under our charter. So the Board of Trustees was called together 
and the whole matter was turned over to them and our committee was 
merged into that. 

The Board will make its report later.

Page, whose generous donation of $6,000 to the Orphanage has enabled us 
to make so gratifying a report to this Conference. The Trustees desire to 
record their high appreciation of this-gift, and to give expression to their 
sense of the great loss that both the Church and the State have sustained in 
the death of Mr. Page. 

We recommend that Mr. R. N. Page, of Biscoe, and Mr. J. A. Long, of 
Person, be elected as Trustees. 

We would further suggest. 

First. That this Conference request the Bishop to appoint Rev. J. W, 
Jenkins as Agent for the Orphanage, without other work, at a salary to be 
fixed by the Board of Trustees. 

Second. That the 2nd Sunday in March, or on circuits the nearest con- 
venient Sunday thereto, be fixed as “ Orphanage Da}% ” and that special 
collections be taken in all the churches and Sunday Schools for this purpose. 

Your Board would be glad to see our Orphanage receive the patronage 
a»d support of the entire body of our Methodism in North Carolina. 
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Situated in the C.i])ital of our State aiiil near to the heart of all good citL 
zens of oar Coiii-.iioiiwo.ilth, we w juld gladly see the iiiemhership of our 
entire Methodism unile<l in their devotion to this noble institution. We 
therefore request that the Secretary of this Conference be instructed to 
extend to our brethren in the bounds ot the Western North Carolina Confer- 
ence a warm and cordial invitation to have fellowship with us in this good 
work and assure them of ihe pleasure we shall have in receiving their 
kindly aid and in caring for their orphan children.

In addition to our scattered 
rural population, we have an ever increasing number of factory operatives. 
In view of the other claims, we did not feel that we could increase the as- 
sessment for Domestic Missions; but we beg every presiding elder and 
every preacher to do bis best to bring up full assessments for this great 

work . 

Not less urgent is the claim from the regions beyond We must ad- 
vance. Our assessments remain the same, but let strive to bring them up 
in full. We suggest that each presiding elder, keeping in mind the weak 
charges, raise in his distnet at large, a sinking fund to supplement them. 
Other conferences have districts which pay in full. Why not ours ? 

As our zeal and success will depend largely upon our knowledge, we 
urge every preacher to subscribe for the Methodist Review of Missions, 
and to put it in all of the houses of his people.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 

Your Board has had under careful consideration the educational inter- 
ests of our Zion. We are duly conscious of its importance as a factor in the 
uplifting and saving of the race. This is in thorough accord with the tra- 
ditions of our Methodism. She was born in the atmosphere of culture — 
that culture under the influence and control of the Spirit of God, and it has 
been her purpose and mission to carry forward the work of God in the 
world under this two-fold idea. In her institutions of learning Christ must 
be as truly enthroned as in her pulpits. If Christ is “The Truth,*’ as our 
Bible declares, then no education which ignores him can be true. Your 
Board therefore desires to make its plea in behalf of a positively Christian 
education, and insist that nothing short of this can meet the imperative 
demands of this age. In this demand We do not lower the standard of 
mental culture. Religion is not inconsistent with the highest learning. We 
rather affirm that education in order to be Christian must be honest, and ia 
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consequence demands the most thorough culture of the mental powers. 
Christian education must therefore stand for thoroughness in opposition to 
any popular demand that may arise for lowering the standard in order to 
catch the multitude. In* accordance with this idea, we desire to express 
Ourselves in hearty accord with the General Board of Education in its efforts 
to correlate the institutions of Southern Methodism, and to demand a uni- 
formly high grade of educational work. 

UNIVERSITIES. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

We are rejoiced to know of the continued prosperity of this noble institu- 
tion. It is the one great university of Southern Methodism. We gladly 
accord to it its own unique place among our institutions of learning, and 
rejoice with it on account of its recent legac)^ of |f)0,000 from the estate of 
the late Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt. We heartily commend it to the kindly 
consideration of all our people. Especially do we urge the claims of its 
Biblical Department upon our young men who are preparing for the Christ- 
ian ministry. The Board also desires to commend its endowment among 
the things to which donors may direct their contributions to the Twentieth 
Century Thank Offering. 

COLLEGES. 

trinity college. 

We note with deep gratitude to Almighty God the wonderful growth of 
jjistitution . It is the choice educational child of North Carolina IMeth 
odi.sm, and is the finest and best equipped college plant in the Southern 
Stales. We are glad to note an increased attendance of 27 over the corres- 
])onding time of last year, the registration to date being 217. Among the 
improvements pointed out by the report of the Trustees, we note the fol- 
io w'ing ; 

The number of men composing the Faculty has been increased. The 
teaching force now numbers professors, adjuncts, instructors, and fel- 
iov^ i ni,-. givc.-^ :he hugest F.^culiv in rscieuce, Literature, and Philosophy 
among lae cuin-ges of the Southern States. A chair of Biblical ihterature 
has been established. 

Tile entrance requirements have been very much raised, and more ad- 
vanced courses, leading to the Bachelor’s and Master’s Degrees, have been 
added. The standard of scholarship is high and continuously advancing. 

The Braxton Craven Memorial Hall, a thing of beauty and a worthy 
monument of the noble man who put the strength of his manhood into 
Trinity College, has been completed, and was turned over to the Board of 
Trustees of the College last June. 
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The Crowell Science Building has been much improved, and ten thousand 
dollars worth of apparatus has been added to the Scientific Department. 

That tireless friend of the College, Brother B. N. Duke, of Durham, haf 
donated $83,000 to the institution since our last report. 

A new and commodious Gymnasium, furnished with all necessary equip- 
ments and first class in every respect, has been erected and opened for the 
use of the students. 

We ate especially pleased with the religions life of Trinity College, a.s 
indicated by the report of the Board of Trustees. We are informed that a 
very successful meeting was held in the early part of the year, and that the 
present conduct of the student body is highly commendable. This is very 
gratifying to us, and we pray that the religious tone of life in our College 
may never be lowered !

SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

GREENSBORO FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This institution has given the public a long and honorable service in the 
field of female education. We are glad to learn from the report of its Presi* 
dent that its present condition is one of unusual prosperity, and that the 
College community has recently been blessed with a very gracious religious 
influence. We heartily commend it to the young ladies of our Church. 

LITTLETON FEMALE COLLEGE, 

We learn from the President’s report that this institution is in the midst 
of the most prosperous year of its history, having now within its walls twice 
as many boarding pupils as it had one year ago. 

Every available foot of space has been taken, and a forty room addition 
is being rapidly pushed forward and will soon be completed. This College 
has done excellent work in the past, and we heartily commend it to the 
patronage of our people, and request that Rev. J. M. Rhodes be reappointed 
President. 

LOUISeURG FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This school has all the boarding pupils that it can accommodate, and 
others were turned away for lack of room. The report of the President 
informs us that Mr. Washington Duke has promised to enlarge the present 
building by the addition of an auditorium 48x70 feet and ten or more dor*

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niitories. This, it is thought, will give sufl&cient room to meet the present 
necessities of the institution. We give to Louisburg Female College our 
cordial endorsement. :!” • • * 

TRINITY PARK HIGH SCHOOL. 

This is a strictly high grade preparatory school, located on the Park at 
Trinity College. It is well equipped, and improvements are constantly 
going on. We earnestly commend it to the patronage of our people. 

SCARRITT BIBLE TRAINING SCHOOL. 

This school is located in Kansas City, Mo., and is designed to prepare 
voung ladies who desire to become missionaries, Sunday School teachers, 
nurses, or who desire", to become w’ell-furnished Christian workers. We 
know of no other institution that is seeking to do just the same work, and 
we commend it to all who can avail themselves of its advantages. 

We recommend that an assessment of $(100 be made for Paine Institute ; 
that an assessment of $825 be made for the General Board of Education for 
the ensuing vear, and that the Conference be asked to raise $5,000 for edu- 
cation. 

We ask that Dr. J. C. Kilgo be re-appointed Educational Secretary for

THE TWENTIETH CENTURY TH.A.NK OFFERING. 

The Board expresses itself in deepest sympathy with this movement and 
adopted the following resolution concerning it : 

That we raise $75,000 as a Twentieth Century Thank Offering to educa- 
tion, and that the 70 per cent coming to this Conference, and which has not 
been directed by the donor, be used as an Educational Loan Fund to assist 
worthy young men and women who wish to attend the schools owned by 
our Church within our Conference ; provided, however, that any donor may 
direct his donation to any of these schools to be used in such a way as he 

may direct. 
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THE PLAN. 



As a plan for the aecomplishment ot this end, the Board adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

1. That this Board elect an Executive Committee of five who shall act 
for the Board in all matters necessary to the success of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Movement. The following were elected to constitute this committee: 
J. C. Kilgo, ex-officio, A. P, Tyer, J. B, Hurley, J. G. Brown, F. B. 
Gibson, and W. C. Norman. 

2. That we ask the Editor of the Raleigh Christian Advocate to allow 
this Board the use of a column in.our Church organ through which we can 
give our people such information as will be necessary to the prosecution of 
our work. 

3. That the Educational Secretary of the Conference, under the direction 
of the Executive Committee, shall have the right to secure and furnish 
speakers for mass meetings when requested to do so, and that the expenses 
of these speakers shall be paid out of the 5 per cent, reserved by the Board 
to defray its expenses. 

4. That during the month of January each Presiding Elder shall call a 
meeting of the preachers in his District, and organize the work according 
to the plans of the Conference. 

5 . That each pastor shall organize a Twentieth Century Fund Commit- 
tee in his charge, of which he shall be Chairman . This committee shall 
be composed of one member for not more than fifty members of each 
church, and, under the direction of the pastor, shall circulate literature on 
Christian education, and solicit from each member and friend of the church 
a thank offering, always trying to average one dollar from each member as 
the minimum amount. The pastor shall furnish to each of these collec- 
tors an ‘ Honor Roll Book” with a list of members that he is expected to 
solicit tor a donation . 

6. That these collectors shall report to the pastor at least once each 
quarter the progress of their canvass, and he shall report once each quar- 
ter to the Conference Secretary the amount that has been collected for the 
Twentieth Century Fund within his charge during the quarter. 

7. That at each quarterly meeting, the Presiding Elder shall call for a 
special report from the pastor as to the progress of the work within his 
charge. He shall also assist the pastors in arranging for educational mass 
meetings, and shall have general oversight of the work, and adopt such 
.«pecial plans as may be nece.ssary to meet contingencies that may arise. 

The Board has elected Mr. J. G. Brown, Raleigh, N. C., Treasurer of 
the Twentieth Century Fund. 
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As to undirected funds, the General Conference has arranged that 20 per 
cent be given toward the en«lowment of the Biblical Department of Van- 
derbilt University, 5 per cent for the expense of the General Board of Edu- 
cation, and 5 per cent for the expense of the Annual Conference Board of 
Education, in this Twentieth Century campaign.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Sunday School Board re.spectfully submit its report, as follows: 

During the year the sum of S108.52 has been expended in aid of needy 
Sunday Schools. 

The collections on Chilf^ren’s Day for the current year amount to $283.93. 
Ten per cent, of this amonnr, $28.39. has been paid to the Secretary of the 
Board of Education for thi General Board, leaving balance in hand of onr 
Treasurer, together with balance brought over from past year, $418.20. 

The Board is pleased to continue the following offer, viz: To needy 

schools, unable to purchase their own supplies, an amount not exceeding 
ten dollars, for the purchase of oifr own literature and song books, or, 
where, in the judgment of the pastor, an amount not exceeding five dollars, 
could be judiciou.sly expended, we will give that amount; provided, that a 
school shall during the year, avail itself of but one of these propositions. 

To needy Sunday Schools without libraries, we will donate two-thirds 
the cost of a library’, not exceeding in cost $25.00. 

Applications for aid must be made to Rev. T. J. Gattis, Treasurer, 
Charlotte, N. C., signed by the preacher in charge and superintendent of 
school desiring aid. We recommend that the pastors forward* all money 
raised on Children’s Day to Rev. T. J Gattis, Treasurer, who will ac- 
knowledge receipt for same, and disburse the money upon application for 
aid as ordered by this Board, The law of the Church now requires that 
every Sunday School shall be a missionary body. We recommend the plan 
adopted by the Missionary Board at its last annual meeting as simple ani 
effective in doing this work, and trust our pastors will be leaders in the 
movement. We recomniend that in future the District Sunday School 
Conferences shall be composed as follows; The Superintendents ex-officio, 
and one delegate from each school having less than one hundred members. 
From each school having more than one hundred members, two delegates. 
Delegates to be elected by the schools .

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance offer the following report: 

Whereas. The manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors and their 
use as a beverage is acknowledged and proven to be one, of the great evils 
of the day, sapping the very foundations of all our civil and religious insti- 
tut ons, standing in direct opposition to every phase of moral and .spiritual 
development, and hindering, weakening and retarding the Christianizing 
influences and power of the Church in her efforts to save men; therefore 
be it 

Resolved, ist. That we as a Conference and Church are unalterably 
opposed to the manufacture, sale, and use of all intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage, and we pledge ourselves to do everything in our power to dis- 
courage and prohibit the same. We are in hearty sympathy and accord 
with every wise effort which is being made or shall be made to remove or 
lessen the great curse of intemperance. 

2nd That we will faithfully and fully enforce the requirements of the 
Discipline on this subject, which requires that all our preachers and mem- 
bers abstain from the manufacture, sale, and use of intoxicating liqu<»rs 
as a beverage, from signing petitions for such sale, from becoming bonds- 
men for any person as a condition <>f obtaining license, and from renting 
property to be used tor such sale. The liberty which we as a Church de- 
mand is the liberty of living in a society where no man shall be protected 
in evil doing; where nothing that wars with the public good shad be licensed 
by statutes; where drinking and drunkenne.ss and all the crimes and evils 
to which they lead, together with all the haunts of the drunkard, and all 
the apparatus for making him, shall utterly and forever be put out of the 
way .

REPORT OF.EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

# 

Your Epworth League Boaid begs to submit the following: 

We learn w ith great satisfaction of the steady growTh of the League, 
both in interest and numbers, throughout our connection; that it is now a 
compact, well organized, and well equipped force of the Church. 

We are also pleased to note the fact that the missionary movement in 
the League has assumed such important proportion.s, and that the “Ep- 
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worth Era ” that most excelUnt Leaj^ue organ, is fast securing the circu- 
lation it so dcsc! ves. 

We greatly rejo’ce that the Intel national League Conference, he'-d in 
Indianapolis last July, was so laigely attended, and that the results were, 
in the main, so satisfactory. 

We heartily endorse the proposiliun of holding a Genera.l I.eague Con- 
ference of Southern Methodism, for the purpose ot laying larger plans for 
our home work, and for better acquainting our young people with each 
other. 

It is, however, v.dth profound regret that w’e learn of the wide-spread 
indifference throughout the bounds of our own Conference to this valuable 
adjunct of the Church, so full of possibilities for good, not only to out 
young people themselves but also to the Church at large. 

We learn from the reports of the preachers submitted to this Conference 
that although there has been an increase during the past year of fifteen 
chapters and four hundred and nine members, there are at present only 38 
chapters with an aggregate membership of 1,437, including both junior and 
senior Leagues. These are distributed as follows, viz.: 

Raleigh District, 5 Chapters. 231 members. 

Durham District, 6 Chapters, 184 members. 

Fayetteville District, 3 Chapters, 94 members. 

Rockingham District, 3 Chapters, 72 members. 

Wilmington District, 2 Chapters. 153 members. 

New Berne District, i Chapter, 44 members. 

Washington District, 5 Chapters, 165 members. 

Warrenton District, 3 Chapters, 129 members. 

Elizabeth City District, 10 Chapters, 365 members. 

Last April a Conference League was held in New Berne. While the 
attendance was much larger than at previous Conferences, it was not 1 

large, which w’e regret exceedingly, for the League was very beneficial tx) If 

those who attended. The enthusiasm of the body was remarkable. Much 
of practical value in League work w^s learned, and there was a gracious 
baptism of spiritual power. 

The next Conference League wdll be held in Raleigh, April 3-5, 1900. 

Realizing the great necessity of creating, if possible, an interest in 
League work in our Conference, we recommend the Epworth League 
Board secure the secure the services of Brother Jos. M. Ramsey, League 
Organizer of the Tennessee Conference, for the months of February and 
March of next year.

In 1890 North Carolina 
territory in the Holston Conference and in the Virginia Conference, except that be- 
yond the Chowan River, was transferred to the North Carolina Conference and the 
Conference was divided into the North Carolina and Western North Carolina Con- 
ferences, In 1894 the remaining N. C. territory in the Virginia Conferene was trans- 
ferred to the N. C. Conference. So now the two Conferences embrace the whole 
of North Carolina.
